POLITICIANS TELL WHY 


A cultural program was presented to 
the student body on October 16, in the 
college auditorium. The presentation 
consisted of a debate between the 
nominee for state senator Dwight M. 
Scandrett, and the incumbent senetor, 
John Barrus. 

Senator Barrus, has been the Senator 
serving the franklin-Hampshire District 
in Congress for two years, has been an 
active member of the Legislature for 
a total of six years. His opponent, 
Dwight M. Scandrett, is a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce, and has been a coach 
and teacher at Deefield Academy, Amherst 
College, Unvirsity of Mass, and West 
Point. 

Senator Barrus spoke first and started 
by saying, "In a few years, one half 
of the nation's population will be un- 
der twenty-five years of age. Youth 
must become involved because they are 
needed. Youth must bring in new ideas 
to decisions of the government which 


will overcome the more hypecritical ideas” 


Senator Rarrus went on to say how 
surprised he was at "the lack of 
participation of citizens, by individuals 
in election’ Then he used a quotation 
to illustrate what he said would hap- 
pen with this passive attitude. "Those 
who do not govern themselves. will be 
governed by tyrants’ In his con- 
clusion he stated, "the frustrations 
of the young people can be overcome 

by being given a chance,to participate 
and be heard. Government discussion 
and participation are a part of grow- 
ing up! 

Mr. Scandrett stated his presentation 
by saying "The only difference that I 
can see between age 35 and age 18 is 
that at 35 a person is impatiient!" 
Later, in the more setious part of his 
discussion he said "Right now the youth 
of America is involved. Right now 
yon sre.andmAéjer‘ factor and force 
in our society. For the first time 
in history, the youth was a primay 
force in getting a president not to seek 
re-election in 1968" Later he said, 
"to represent the youth, you must go 
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pus and work SUBS with the system

A question and answe period followed 
the discussion. The first question was 
addressed to lir. Scandrett. Do you 
think protest is wrong? "lore would be 
accomplished} he said, "by actively par- 
ticipating in government affairs opposed 
to protesting it. This is apparently 
due to irresponsible leadership who be- 
come spokesmen of youth protesters." 

The second question was asked of both 
men. Don't you feel that youth is ready 
now? Senator Barrus remarked, "Tech- 
nically youths are not going to be asked 
because I do not think the young are pre- 
pared to make decisions concerning our 
society and government." A cross-section' 
of 18 and 19 year olds are more enlightened 
and aware of what's going on in the world 
today than most adults." 

The next question was also addressed 
of both Senator Barrus and Mr. Scandrett. 
How do you feel about lowering the voting 
age? Senator Barrus again spoke first 
"I am not in support of it. Eighteen year 
olds do not have the background necessary 
for making decisions about candidates. 

The majority do not have enough experience 
in business-just education. 

Mr. Scandrett is in favor of lowering 
the voting age because"youths today are 
much more aware." 

Following the formal interrogation, 
another question was asked of Mr. Scandrett. 
"I have just turned 21 and went down to 
register for the vote. When I was asked 
the question, which party am I going to 
support, I was completely taken aback. 

Who do you support when you don't like any 
of the candidates?" Mr. Scandrett replied, 
"Thank your lucky stars you didn't have 

to vote four years ago. That was something! 
At least now you have a bit more. In my 
opinion, Humphrey is better than Johnson, 
Nixon is better than Goldwater.”
